2, Units which left Altes Lager through the southern gate at about 
10 a.m. included a unit of five officers and 44 EM, another unit 
of four officers and 36 EM, a third unit of four officers and 
52 EM, and a Bourth unit of three officers and 52 Ell, Three 
officers walked behind the last unit, The troors wore red= 
bordered black epaulets without branch-of-service insignia and carried 
submashine guns or carbines, field bags, field spades, and folded 
blankets slung across their shoulders, Ten to 15 soldiers of each 
platoon carried three hand granades in their belts, The units 
marched to the troor training grounds, The noise heard from there 
after 10 a.m, indicated that firing practice with live ammunition
